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GOLF NO LONGER ONLY FOR RICH 


AND THE ECCENTRIC

O M of I he mo\l flourishing. bul probably the least publicised. of ihc Ports¬ 
mouth Command xporlx axvocialionx. ix the Porlxmoulh Command Golf- 
ii»K Society. Golf, until quite recently. wax conxidcrcd a name only for the rich 
or the eccentric, and poxxibly because it wax conxidcrcd the came of the in¬ 
dividual rather than of the team, has never really been accepted within the 
hierarchy of naval xporlx ax have rugger. xoccer. cricket, etc. However a short 
history of the society may show how it is now very much a major sport within 
the Command. 


Initially, gelling facilities were ob¬ 
tained for individual messes largely 
through the clforls of keen individual 
golfers, who made arrangements with 
local golf clubs, whereby, for a block 
subscription to a club, members of 
wardroom messes were given reduced 
green fee rates. 

In I'MS. largely through the efforts 
of Surg.-Capt. (I)) K I inlayson (now 
retired), a meeting was convened at 
which a Portsmouth Command Golf¬ 


ing Society wax formed Arrangements 
were nude with Hay ling Island (toll 
( lub. whereby for a subscription of 
t40. a maximum of 40 players, mem¬ 
bers of the P.C.G.S.. were given full 
playing use ol the I lay ling Island 
course at a daily fee of one shilling. 
Lor the first few years, to cover this 
outlay, a loan of t.U) per year was 
obtained from the Command Sports 
Fund, but as membership increased, 
the society became self-supporting. 


Much of the spadework and ultimate 
success can be attributed to the first 
secretary, then Lieut. (S) Peter Green, 
who left the Service during the 1957 
exodus, and is now competing more 
than adequately in civilian life. I trust 
that his golf is as steady as ever and 
his handicap more realistic. 

NEW DRIVING FORCE 
After a few years and with the 
departure from the area of a number 
of enthusiasts, interest waned some¬ 
what. but fortunately a keen and new 
driving force in the person of Capt. 
G. I- Farnfield arrived in the Com¬ 
mand. and he immediately set about 
. the reorganisation of the society on a 
more realistic fooling. 

Most of the local clubs who had 
arrangements with individual messes 
were contacted, and agreement reached 


with them all so that the society paid 
all block subscriptions, and golfers, by 
being members of the society, instead 
of being limited to one club, were 
1 given full playing facilities at very- 
reduced fees on Lcc-on-Solent. Hay- 
ling Island. Rowlands. Black moor and 
Liphook golf courses. These condi¬ 
tions still obtain, and have over the 
- sears been extended so that now 
members of the society can obtain- 
reductions at Stokes Bay. Watcrloo- 
ville. Stoncham and Hindhcad as well 
as the live former clubs. 

Membership of Ihc society has 
rocketed in more recent years. In 196) 
there were over 200 fully paid mem¬ 
bers and there were as many again who 
loined for three, six or nine months. 
The most revolutionary change has 
probably been in Ihc rapid increase it: 
membership from the Lower Deck.
